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PRESIDENT WIL 
WN MESSAGE TO CONGRESS 


Something That Has Not Before Been 
Done Since Days of John Adams. 
Very Brief 


WASHINGTON, April 8.—President 
Wilson stood on the Speaker’s ros- 
trum in the hall of the House today 


and personally read his first message | 


to Congress—the first President since 
John Adams to exercise that privilege. 

The renewal of a custom of a cen- 
tury abandoned and now surrounded 
by such wide differences of opinion 
among members of Congress itself, at- 
tracted to the Capitol an assemblage 
necessarily less in numbers, but cer- 
tainly no less distinguished than the 
company which attended the Presi- 
dent’s inauguration. 

The President was cheered as he 
mounted the rostrum in the House 
chamber and shook hands with 
Speaker Clark. As he began to speak 
intense silence settled in the great 
room and he used only an ordinary 
tone as he explained his coming in 
person to deliver his message. 

Ag the President read on, every eye 
wag riveted on the Speaker's stand 
with its new occupant. Never in the 
life of any man present had a Presi- 
dent occupied that historic place in 
such a capacity. 

The message was unusually brief 
document, dealing exclusively with 
the need for a thorough, moderate and 
well-considered revision of the tariff. 
In it he called attention to the neces- 
sity for an early reform in the bank- 
ing and currency laws, but refrained 
from urging, for the present, any 
other legislation that might divert 
the energies of Congress “from its 
clearly defined duty” toward the tariff 
question. 

The following is’ the message: 

To the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives: I have called the Congress 
together in extraordinary session be-

lt Is plain what those principles 
must be. We must abolish everything 
|that bears even the semblance of privi- 
lege or of any kind of artificial ad- 
vantage, and put out business men and 
producers under the stimulation of 
constant necessity to be efficient, 
economical, and enterprising, masters 
of competitive supremacy, _ better 
workers and merchants than any in 
the world. Aside from the duties laid 
upon articles which we do not, and 
probably can not, produce, therefore, 
and the duties laid upon luxuries and 
merely for the sake of the revenues 
they yield, the object of the tariff 
duties henceforth laid must be effect- 
ive competition, the whetting of Amer- 
ican wits by contest with the wits of 
the rest of the world. 

It would be unwise to move toward 
this end headlong, with reckless haste, 
or with strokes that cut at the very 
roots of What has grown up amongst 
us by long process and at our own in- 
vitation. It does not alter a thing to 

pset it and break it and deprive i! 
of a chance to change. It destroys 
it. We must make changes in our fis- 
cal laws, in our fiscal system, whose 
object is development, a more free 
and wholesome development, not revo 
lution or upset or confusion. We 
must build up trade, especially foreign 
trade. We need the outlet and the 
¢nlarged field of energy more than we 
«ver did efor . We must build up

Berkeley Scientists Says Lark S|\FFRAGE LEADER| 
Not So Black as Painted 


Berkeley— SturneHa Neglecta, the 
California or western meadowlark, on 
trial as a bad character, has found 
unexpected and powerful champions 
in the state fish and game commission 
and the college of agriculture of the 
University of California. 

For a number of years grain growers 


have complained of damage done to 


their fields by this species of lark, 
which is not a true lark, but is of the 
icteridae, the same family to wh’ch 
the blackbird and the oriole belong. 

In view of the fact that unsuccessful 
efforts have been made in the last two 
legislatures to take protection from 
the meadowlark and, not wishing that 
any bird family be laid open for ex- 
tinction before it is determined whether 
it is more useful than destructive, the 
California state fish and game commis- 
sion, with co-operation of the Uni- 
versity of California, began an investi- 
gation a year ago in twenty-five differ- 
ent parts of the state. of the case of 
the meadowlark. The result is em- 
bodied in Bulletin 236 of the uni- 
versity, compiled by Harold C. Bryant, 
and is highly tlattering to the bird.

$26,000,000 NEEDED 
FOR STATE EXPENSES 


The state’s budget for the next two 
years is just aout made up. The ad- 
ministration program from now on is 
to force the financial bills to the front 
and relegate the freak bills to the rear. 

It has been determined that it will 
cost $29,657,733 to run the state for 
the next two years. The big fixed 
charges are for primary schools, $7,- 
969,000; for high schools, $1,332,000; 
for the univerities, $1,802,407; and for 
interest and sinking fund, $640,000. 

The board of {control figured that 
about $8,255,000 would be nceessary 
for special appropriations. But only 
$17,969,000 has been found as the rev-

Scotland Yard, aroused by the threats 
of the women, has sent out warnings 
to owners and tenants of property of 
possible developments, and the police 
everywhere are taking unusual pre- 
cautions. : 

When Mrs. Emmeline Pankhurst was 
found guilty at the Old Bailey sessions 
the jury added to its verdict of guilty 
a strong recommendation for mercy, 
and when the jadge pronounced the 
heavy sentence of three years the 
crowd of women in the courtroom rose 
in angry protest. 

“Neither I nor the other militant 
suffragettes are wicked or malicious,’’ 
she said. 

‘‘Women are tried by their peers, and 
these trials are examples of what wo- 
men are suffering. Pesronally I have 
offered to surrender a large part of my 
income in order to be free to partici- 
pate in the suffragette movement.’’ 

Speaking with much feeling, Mrs. 
Pankhurst fiercely criticised men-made 
laws and sa‘d the divorce law aJone 
was sufficient to justify a revolution 
by the women. 

In impassioned ‘tones she declared: 

‘‘Whatever may be my sentence, I 
will not submit. From the very mo- 
mént I leave the court I will refuse 
to eat. I will come out of prison dead 
or alive at the earliest possible mo- 
ment.”’ 

Mrs. Pankhurst almost broke down 
when the jury pronounced its verdict. 
Leaning over the front of the prison- 
ers’ enclosure she said: 

“Tf it is impossible to find a different 
verdict, I want tu say to you and the 
jury that it is your duty as private 
citizens to do what you can to put an 
end to this state of affairs.’’

COST OF BUILDING CREAMER‘ 


One Must First Figure on Expense and

PROPER WAY TO BAKE FISH 


Small Cod or Haddock, Cooked 
This Fashion, Wi!l Be Appreciated 
by the Family or Guests. 


Wash and wipe a small cod or had- 
Jock. Now, bold in an upright post- 
tion and have a needle and string 
handy. Take the threaded needle and 
run through the head from side te 
side, then in the opposite direction 
through the middle of the body, then 
reverse and put through tail, then 
draw up, and it will form a letter 8. 
Tie ends of string together on under 
side of fish. If fish is to be stuffed it 
must be done first. For stuffing, one 
half cup bread crumbs and four tea- 
spoons melted butter, four teaspoons of 
finely chopped parsley or onions, two 
teaspoons salt and one of pepper. Add 
milk to moisten, put in fish and sew 
it up. When fish is put in the pan it 
{s resting on its belly. Cut gashes in 
back of fish about two inches apart 
and insert narrow strips of salt pork 
Dredge with flour and bake often with 
the pork drippings.
